“True Kings of Our Time,” 
ographer Explains, They Stand’for Man’s 
Mechanical Conquest of Environment.

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh and 
Henry Ford, says Dr. Emil Ludwig 
in the forthcoming June number 
of the Red Book Magazine, repre- 
sent the American genius to the 
world. 

He makes it quite clear that he 
conceives the American genius, if 
not the genius of this age, as that 
of the mechanical conquest of envi- 
ronment, ‘‘True kings of our time,” 
he calls Ford and Lindbergh; ‘‘both 
pioneers of a generation which has 
determined to shape human happi- 
ness from machines.” 

Dr. Ludwig, biographer of Bis- 
marck and Napoleon, recently 
toured the United States, lecturing 
at the principal cities, including St. 
Louis, and meeting many outstand- 
ing Americans, including Ford. The 
article was written after he re- 
turned to Germany. 

He doubts that Ford’s millions 
of dollars are worth as much to 
Ford as his millions of flivvers are 
to the rest of the world. He be- 
lieves that a greater contribution, 
even, is the five-day week. 

Lindbergh’s Conquest Peaceful. 

Of Lindbergh, Ludwig writes: 
“Lindbergh has attained a greater 
success in time of peace than even 
the herbic aviators and mariners 
of all nations in their wars. He 
flew and conquered without killing 
anyone or inflicting the least harm, 
and he did this in such an incon- 
testable forfh, with such simplicity 
as not even the North Pole could 
be discovered. In the latter case 
honor, who, so far as I know, are 
victory.

In describing Ford, Ludwig gives 
this picture: “‘An excessively slen- 
der, very tall man confronts me, 
white-haired and still very erect, 
simple in all things, in dress, de- 
meanor, conversation; a thoroughly 
shy, nay. even embarrassed man, 
to whom the great fame that pre- 
cedes him is uncomfortable. A 
man who at first blush impresses 
one rather as uncanny than im- 
portant, whom one would prefer to 
leave undisturbed, for he seems in- 
clined neither to unbend nor yet 
to play a role. One has the feel- 
ing that if this man is the creator 
of a mighty work, it has come 
about through his imagination 
rather than because of his preci- 
sion; perhaps, however, due to 
both. In any case he makes no 
very happy impression and yet this 
does not seem to disrnay him. When 
one sees him as I did, far away 
from his work in the inadequate 
sphere of recreation, he seems to 
be only homesick for his kingdom.

the high-voltage methods em- 
ployed by the Power Trust in Geor- 
gia to influence legislation and 
public sentiment against municipal 
ownership of publi¢ utflities.. But 
its inquiry was hampered by the 
discovery that most of the records 
of those activities had been de- 
stroyed early this year, when Sen- 
ator Walsh of Montana was pre- 
paring to demand an investigation 
of the electrical industry. 

| The witness responsible for the 
| destruction stoutly maintained that 
iit had been “a routine matter,” and 
|insisted that he was unaware of 
ithe impending investigation, al- 
‘though previous evidence had 
'showed that the industry had been 
warned months earlier of such an 
investigation, and had made efforts 
to head it off. 

The employment ,of a former 
member of the Georgia Legislature 
to lobby against municipal owner- 
ship bills, and to start “backfires” 
in the home districts of legislators 
who supported them, was disclosec 
as one of the acts of the power 
interests in that State. It was d2- 
nied in their behalf that they had 
attempted to circulate power prop- 
aganda in the public schools there, 
as was done in Ohio, Connecticut 
and Pennsylvania, although it was 
admitted that technical experts 
from the utility companies had de- 
livered a few “lectures” before en- 
gineering classes in colleges anil 
universities. 

The maintenance by the utilities 
companies of a “pipe line’”’ into the 
\office of the Public Service Com- 
i'mission, by which they are kept in- 
formed of any facts affecting their 
interests, was disclosed by the pro- 
duction of.some confidential cor- 
respondence. 

Network of Propaganda Agencies. 

The propaganda bureau main- 
tained by the power interests in 
Georgia operates under the name 
of the Utilities Information Com- 
mittee, and the director of it is 
Willard Cope, who was on the 
witness stand Wednesday and yes- 
terday, undergoing a merciless

| Robert A. Healy, chief counsel for 
the Trade Commission. It had 
been shown that the power inter- 
ests have a nationwide network of 
propaganda agencies, nearly all of 
which operate under the name of

dential memorandum on the sub- 
ject of “the far-reaching menace 
of the water power bills sponsored 
by the Municipal League of.

Document Characterizes 
Tokio Government Move- 
ments in Shantung as 
Acts of War.

PARIS, May 11.—Cheng Loh, 
Chinese member of the council of 
the League of Nations, declared to 
the Associated Press correspond- 
ent here this afternoon: 

“I believe there is every hope of 
direct negotiations between the 
Chinese and Japanese Govern- 
ments.”’ 

He made this statement when 
asked for his views on the Nan- 
king Gevernment’s protest to the 
League that Japan had violated 
China's integrity and independ- 
ence. 

Cheng Loh, who is Minister also 
representing the Pekin Govern- 
ment at Paris, said he had received 
no official instructions from Pekin 
and, therefore, could not say 
whether his Government. would 
support the Nanking appeal. He 
gave it as his opinion that the 
Pekin Government had not yet de- 
cided on its attitude regarding th 
question because of hopes of di- 
rect pourparlers with the Japa- 
nese. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, May 11.—The Nan- 
king Natiopalist Government to- 
day appealed to the League of Na- 
tions against the Japanese - who 
have driven the Chinese Nation- 
alists out of Tsinan. 

The league secretariat received 
a ceammunication from the Foreign 
Minister of the Nanking Govern- 
ment asking the intervention of 
the League of Nations under para- 
graph two, article 11 of the Cov- 
enant. It also requested that a 
special meeting of the League 
Council be convoked to investigate 
the Japanese expeditionary move- 
ment into Shantung. 

League officials announced after 
a meeting that the Council could 
not be summoned unless some Gov- 
ernment member of the League re- 
quests it; hence the Pekin Govern- 
ment or some other member of the 
League must associate itself with 
the Nanking appeal. 

The officials remarked that if 
the Nanking protest could be legal- 
ly received, Sir Eric Drummond, 
secretary-general of the League, 
under the covenant, could himself 
convoke the Council League cir- 
clés expect that Japan will forward 
a reply to the Nanking protest. 

The Nationalists protest charac- 
terizes Japan’s movements as acts 
of war against China and urges 
the League to request cessation of 
hostilities by Japanese troops and 
their immediate withdrawal from 
Shantung. 

The Nationalist appeal apparently 
was carried out without the knowi- 
edge of the Pekin, or Northern 
Government. Cheng Loh, Pekin 
Minister at Paris, received first 
news of the protest by telephone 
from the Associated Press in Gen- 
eva and expressed amazement at it.

West Walnut Manor Bond Issue. 


“Do the Editor of the Fest-Dispatch: 


N regard to the special school“elec- 


tion to be held at Fairview School, 
for the purpose of voting for a bond 
issue of $44,000, to build a high schoo! 
in West Walnut Manor. 

The reason many taxpayers are against 
the proposition is not because they are 
opposed to high schools or education as 
is being reported, but because they are 
for a better education for those children 
desiring it than would be afforded by 
this small and poor community. 

They realize that such a high schoo! 
would be far short of being first-class; 
that is, in up-to-date equipment and 
teachers with ability and experience. 
They feel that the interest on $44,000 
at the proposed rate of 5 per cent or 
$2200, would be better spent in paying 


‘tuition to first-class high schools. It 


would pay the tuition for 55 pupils or 
the total tuition for 22, which more 
nearly equals the number entering high 
school each year from this district. 

Statistics show that half those enter- 
ing high school, drop out after the first 
year and only a small percentage fin- 
ish the four-year course. 

In view of these facts why place this 
burden of another bond issue on the tax- 
players of this district? It is a district cut 
in half by the Memorial Park Ceme- 
tery and made up of wage earners build- 


ing or buying their small homes on the" 


installment plan, with a school tax al- 
ready of $1.92 on the $100 valuation and 
many properties whose valuation has 
been doubled during the short term of 
incorporation of Fairview City. 

Another thing to consider is that the 
bonds issued to build the original Fair- 
view School are now duc. The sinking 
fund that was te pay these bonds has 
been spent. The bond issue for $20,- 
000 to build the addition to Fairview 
School will be due in a few years, and 
if no sinking fund is set apart, how are 
they to be met?

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| ARBITRATE STREET CAR DISPUTE. 

The Post-Dispatch repeats its advice to the street 
car company and its workers to have the wage dis 
pute between them arbitrated by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission. The commission has already 
arbitrated one such dispute between the company and 
its employes, and to repeat that service it needs only 
to be requested by both sides to act. 

St. Louis does not want another street car strike. 
It recalls with dismay the great strike of 28 years 
ago. The street car company is not in the position 


now that it was then. Other forms of transportation 
have sprung up, and it is doubtful if the company 
could emerge intact from another such struggle. _ 

Both the company and its employes should think of 
that. They have in common the life of the utility, 
which is none too robust. The Public Service Com- 
mission is particularly competent to arbitrate the dis- 
pute. It knows what the condition of the company 
is, and ¢hat is an important factor in the dispute. 
While it is true that any increase in wages granted 
the employes would be paid by the people who ride 
on the cars, it is not true that the company can in- 
crease its fares indefinitely and withstand the com- 


| petition of busses and automobiles, The present fare 


is 71-2 cents. A statement of the company’s affairs 
published in the Post-Dispatch yesterday showed it to 
be well able, without jeopardizing a proper return 
upon its investment, to increase the wages of em- 
ployes if the commission thinks they are entitled to it. 
However, the company may be able to persuade the 
commission that the $1,157,000 excess in its tentative 
valuation over its investment is also entitled to 7.1 
per cent per annum, in which case the fare would 
have to be higher if wages were increased. The com- 
pany is already asking the commission to make the 
fare 8 cents. 

What would become of the utility if its fare went 
to 10 cents, which it seems must happen before very 
long? In the last four years, despite the growth of 
the city, it has lost 11.3 per cent of its business and 
its reyenue has declined $1,640,000. The people who 
own the property did not, of course, expect to be 
caught with it. They expected to exploit it and get 
out. As the matter stands, they are faced by the 
very great dilemma of how to keep an out-of-date 
system of transportation going in a big city. 

A strike would confound that dilemma. Neither 
the company nor its employes can afford it. Both 
sides should turn at once to the Public Service Com- 
nfission, which is alone able to extricate them from 
a mutual difficulty. 
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AN ARCADE STATION. 
The St. Louis County Chamber of Commerce wants 
the Terminal Association to install a downtown pas- 
senger station for suburban traffic, and suggests that 
it be in the Arcade Building. The tunnel from Eads 
Bridge to the Mill Creek Valley passes under the 
Arcade Building. It would be comparatively easy,

like the subway, an Arcade Station would tend to 
check the westward drift in downtown St. Louis.

The office of Circuit At- 
torney is too important politically for the politicians 
to risk losing it by running a candidate who would 
be sure to trail his party's ticket and might be de- 
feated by an exceptionally strong opposition candi- 
date, 

That is the situation which Mr. Miller’s entrance 
into the contest has developed. Mr. Miller is an 
exceptionally strong candidate, just as Mr. Sidener 
is exceptionally weak. Of course, the norma] Re- 
publican majority is so big that a Democrat, to*win, 
must be almost a wonder. Still, that miracle has hap- 
pened, and, with Miller versus Sidener, it would 
stand an excellent chance of happening again. 

So, if Mr. Miller frightens the Republican bosses 
into bringing out a Republican of first-class measure 
for Circuit Attorney St. Louis will be indebted to 
him. And it will be no walkaway even for such a 
Republican. He will know he has been in a fight. 
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SHOULD THE GOOD WORK BE CONTINUED? 

Director of Public Utilities Pritchard wants $4,- 
000,000 te complete the new street lighting system, 
whith is designed to make St. Louis one of the best- 
lighted cities in the world. Director of Public Wel- 
fare Salisbury is asking for $3,500,000 for hospital 
purposes, The sum of $2,000,000 would be used to 
enlarge Koch Hospital to provide more room for 
tubercular patients.

The English 


Count Keyserling, Philosophical Successor to P. T. Barnum, Having Reduced America 
to Complete Devastation, Now Proceeds to Annihilate England; Places the 
English Not Much Above the Amoeba in the Evolutionary Scale. 


COUNT HERMANN KEYSERLING in The Saturday Review of Literature. 


HAT is it that is incomprehensible 
W about these islanders? It is the par- 

ticular adjustment of their psyche— 
ine only One of its kind in Europe. With 
Mem the emphasis lies not on the conscious, 
but on the unconscious. It is not intelligence, 
but instinct—rising at its highest to intui- 
tion—which determines the course of thei 
lives. But to the intelligence they appear 
to be sensitive extroverts, i. e.. men whose 
being is essentially directed outward, .@ 
that psychically they have the same direct 
contact with the surrounding world as 
everyone else has physically—an arrange- 
ment obviously different from that of all 
other Europeans. If the Frenchman or the 
German—I mean of course of the thinking 
type—is to find an intelligent approach io 
them, he can do so only by comparison with 
the animal world. When Field Marshal 
Lord Roberts died, one obituary contained 
the following appraisal: Roberts had two 
great virtues: first, his instinct; second, his 
belief in his instinct. What Frenchman or 
German would ever pass the sam2 judgment 
on a Foch or a Van Moltke? It is the cus- 
tom, On the Continent, to apply such phrases 
to pedigreed hunting-dogs. To the thought- 
ful Continental this English character seems 
eminently proper for hunting-dogs rather 
than for human beings. Actually the aver. 
age Britisher never reflects. When he 
does, the effect is generally devastating; and 
when, as an exception, this is not the case, 
we involuntarily get the feeling which 
Rivarol once expressed: Si un homme. 
connu pour bete, dit un mot d’esprit, cela a 
quelque chose de Scandaleux, comme un 
cheval de fiacre au galop. 
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id ever the proverb applied that the ex- 

ception proveg the rule, it certainly ap- 
plies in the case of the exquisitely fine 
minds of England. The whole nation, as 
‘uch, has an unconquerable prejudice 
igainst thinking, and, above all, against anv 
‘nsistence on intellectual problems. 1 could 
never understand why it was precisely the 
English critics who reproached me with “a 
lack of a sense of humor” until I perceived 
that this was their way of getting rid of 
something which made them uncomfort- 
able. On their side of the Channel a socia] 
reformer can be put outside the paie (or 
could until recently) by the simple observa. 
tion that “he sneers at the King”: in the 
‘ame way the danger of somewhat pro- 
founder thought is avoided by the simple 
insinuation that it betrays a lack of humor 
in “its lack of a sense of proportion.” And 
it really is a fact that a profound, clearty- 
formulated thought does not fit inte the 
normal framework of English life. Already 
in the time of Queen Elizabeth, the Ger. 
man spirit (which, it is acknowledged, pro. 
duced the Reformation with its demand for 
independent individual thought) was to the 
respectable Britisher a horrid specter: even 
then intelligence as such was already re- 
garded as an unhealthy product made in 
Germany. And not without some justice: in 
the modern world it is altogether im possi - 
ble, as a philosopher, not to be wholly un- 
English and essentially German: just as tn 
Roman days every philosopher was essen- 
tially Greek. 

But now England no Jonger lives for her- 
self alone: she must now behave as though 
her natives were just like other people. The 


most astonishing sityations have resulted. 
English statesmen have taken to explaining 
themselves, as if they were 
they confess to programs and ideals, like 
Germans. But the explanations will seldom 
stand the slightest scrutiny, the programs 
change with every wind, and as for their 
ideals—no practice whatsoever hag eve? 
been found, by any Englishman, to be in 
contradiction to-these. The naive Conti- 
nental naturally gets an impression of com 
plete dishonesty, perfidy, and characterless- 
ness. But the results of this so-called im- 
posture, and of this so-called faithlessness, 
prove that the impression cannot be right. 
In spite of all her proven hypocrisy, En- 
gland always recaptures the confidence of 
others; in spite of all her proven faithless- 
ness she not only does not lose her honor, 
she actually advances it! 
4 ” _ 

It is precisely where ideologies and simi- 
lar things are involved that the Englishman 
makes expediency his watchword. How 
should the average Continental understand 
this? The greatest and most important 
part of that which primarily occupies his 
‘attention, giving it content and direction, is 
of secondary importance to the Englishman. 
The latter, too, has his high ideals, but scru- 
tinized closely, they are seen to be what the 
European would call rules of the game: and 
that in a sense which has been abundantly 
made clear in Galsworthy’s “Loyalties.” 
Loyalty to one’s land, one’s party, one’s 
class, one’s prejudices, is the first law. The 
question of absolute value is beside the 
point. If our ideals occasionally coincide 
with those of the English—as, in private 
life, they do frequently enough—it is sheer 
coincidence; in spite of this resemblance. 
the psychological roots remain different. 
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XAMINED psychologically, the English. 


man undoubtedly stands closer to the 
animal than to the intellectualized Euro- 
pean. Only he who perceives this can do 
him justice. He is accused of hypocrisy: 
no one plays the hypocrite less than he— 
and this is truest when he is ruthlessly pur- 
suing his own ends under cover of an idea! 
For to a certain extent he does consciously 
believe in his ideals, just as he believes in 
his religion; he is only completely ignorant 
of the driving shaft of the unconscious. This 
is exactly why he seldom produces the im 
pression of mora] ugliness. Everything. 
literally everything, is forgiven the English 
man, because, judged from the degree of his 
thoughtfulness, he is an animal. His in 
stinct for power works in him with the un 
gonstious fgrce of the animal. It never oc- 
curs to him not to follow that instinct. Such 
superb innocence and frankness is just the 
thing to achieve what would otherwise be 
impossible in these days of over-conscious 
ness. Let England break all the treaties 
she wants—it arouses resentment, but no! 
an ugly resentment. There is no doubt tha: 
England. did Germany more harm than 
France did: yet German hatred of En- 
gland is a thing of the past Not a single 
one of her pre-war or post-war promises to 
India has England kept—yet she has not 
wholly lost the confidence ef most Indians.
